VC hile the United States A rm y mobilized its forces for the 
greatest evacuation in the history of this nation 
removal of every inhabitant in a section fifty miles along both 
sides of the Mississippi River from Cairo to New Orleans— 
arm y engineers toiled unceasingly today lo make that evacu­ 
ation unneccessary. 
Up and down the big river thousands of men labored 
day and night reinforcing levees against the great onrush of 
water emptying into the Mississippi from the Ohio and tribu­ 
taries below Cairo. 
The fall of river stages in the Ohio Valley, bringing lco,n,"'isi,,K ,uu atreH in Bristol 
cheer to sodden miserable millions, only heralded the approach shi,>' Htl( ks tount>;

Engineers expressed confidence the 1200 miles of levees | 
will hold, but nevertheless prepared for the worst, that there! 
m ay be no repetition of the great toll of hum an life exacted by 
flood waters the past two weeks. 
Vt hile the Mississippi Valley mobilized to battle the “super ! 
flood, 
the Ohio Valley counted its dead at more than 250,, 
including at least I 30 in Louisville, its homeless at more than a 
million, its property loss at more than $400,000,000. 
I hese figures were admittedly conservative and mere esti­ 
mates. Relief authorities frankly admitted that recession of 
flood waters and re-established communication with isolated 
sections may reveal a death toll even more appalling. A nd 
deaths from pestilence, privation and exposure will increase 
the grim harvest reaped by the cruel flood waters. 
The upper reaches of the Ohio were slowly receding to­ 
day, unveiling a filthy, slimy mass of wreckage, but the flood 
crest inched along towards Evansville and Cairo where the 
great volume of debris-littered flood water pours into the 
Mississippi.

W ith philosophic calm, Cairo waited 
the crisis, expected within 43 hours, 
within the confines of its 63-foot sea­ 
wall against which the turbid waters 
of the Ohio were pounding at a height 
of 58 feet. 


Cairo was confident the levees will 
hold, and that the crest will not stop 
over the seawall, a confidence borne 
of many jousts with the riv er 
Above and below Cairo, southern Il­ 
linois and K °ntuckj towns were less 
fortunate.
